THIEVES stole floodlights 
from outside a Wyre Forest 
church during a Christmas 
carol service, police have 
revealed. 

A councillor has now 
issued an appeal for infor¬ 
mation to help catch the cul¬ 
prits who struck at St Peter 
and St Paul Church in Rock, 
near Bewdley. 

Three floodlights 

mounted on 7ft telescopic 
metal stands had been 
placed outside to illuminate 
a new path being built to 
provide disabled access to 
the building. 

However when the service 
finished, people walked out 
into darkness. The flood¬ 
lights had been stolen along 
with three extension leads. 

Churchwarden John Nott 
said the floodlights were 
borrowed from a parish¬ 
ioner. He added: “I’m 
appalled that anyone would 
stoop so low and take these 
lights from the church.” 

Angry district councillor 
Douglas Godwin, who repre¬ 
sents Rock and was at the 
service with his family, has 
offered a £100 reward for 
information leading to 
arrest and conviction of the 
thieves.

RELIEF Al RETHINK 
OVER GIPSY SITES 


OBJECTORS have won a battle over a 
plan to create pitches for gipsies and 
travellers at seven sites in the Wyre 
Forest area. 

Four of the seven sites are likely to be dropped from the 
plan - and one local farmer who made an impassioned plea 
to stop the proposal has spoken of his relief. 


Wyre Forest District 
Council has been looking at 
potential sites across the dis¬ 
trict as part of a public con¬ 
sultation which has recently 
finished. 

But it has been announced 
that the ruling Tory party 
has decided not to support 
the sites at Lea Castle Hos- 
ital in Kidderminster, 
tourport Road in Bewdley, 
Sion Hill Middle School in 
Kidderminster and Manor 
farm in Stourport. 

It comes after strong 
opposition from residents 
who said the land was 
unsuitable. 

Ruling 

Although it will be up to 
the full council to decide 
which sites are included on 
the final list, the decision is 
likely to go through as the 
Tories are the ruling party. 

Council leader John Cam¬ 
pion said: “The people have 
spoken and we will act. It 
was right that the council 
put some of the sites recom¬ 
mended from the indepen¬ 
dent consultations out to 
public consultation, to allow 
the public to have their say. 

“We will now continue to 
work with the scrutiny 
process in the new year to 
identify how the unmet 
demand will now be met. 

“It will be full council next 
year that will decide which 
sites are included but we feel 
it is right that we tell our 
community our position at 
this early stage.” 

Tim Barnes, who works at 
Manor Farm in Stourport, 
feared his business would be

put in jeopardy when council 
bosses announced it was one 
of seven sites being included 
in a consultation to find 43 
more pitches for gipsies and 
travellers by 2022. 

The land now appears to 
have been ruled out by coun¬ 
cil chiefs. 

Mr Barnes, whose family 
have worked on the land 
since 1957, had said the 17- 
acre farm was home to three 
businesses and was keeping 
six people in employment. 

He said: “We have had 
such an emotional four 
months, why the site was on 
the list in the first place is 
still unanswered. 

“We don’t know how to 
feel. It is wonderful news 
that it looks like it is going 
off but we have been so dis¬ 
tressed by it all. 

“It seems like it has been a 
waste of time and they are 
no further forward with it. 

“We are relieved without 
being joyous. We would just 
like to thank anyone who 
supported us.” 

Mr Barnes made a plea to 
spare the site at a public 
meeting at Stourport Civic 
Hall which led to a standing 
ovation from many in the 
audience. 

Manor Farm is owned by 
the district council and 
leased by the Barnes family 
through a tenancy agree¬ 
ment which Mr Barnes said 
was “rock solid”.

Plea to help foil thieves 


ROAD users are being put at 
risk by thefts of manhole 
covers, Worcestershire 
County Council bosses say. 

More than 500 manhole and gully 
covers have been stolen this year in the 
county exposing drivers, cyclists, 
motorcyclists and pedestrians to the 
danger of a serious accident. 

Councillor John Smith, Cabinet 
Member with Responsibility for High¬ 


ways and Transport, said: “This is a 
totally irresponsible crime which is 
putting the lives of road users at risk. 

“It is also costing the council thou¬ 
sands of pounds. If we are paying out to 
replace manhole covers, that is cash we 
can’t spend on improving our roads.” 

The latest warning follows a spate of 
thefts in Worcestershire, with more 
than 110 manhole covers stolen this 
month. People are being encouraged to 


keep an eye out for thieves turning up 
in vans and posing as roadside mainte¬ 
nance workers. 

The county’s highways team has 
been replacing the stolen covers with 
others which are more difficult to 
remove. The estimated cost of making 
the replacements is £85,000. 

Residents are being encouraged to 
help beat the thieves by alerting the 
police immediately by calling 999 if 
they see anyone acting suspiciously.

One student Tamsin Shaw said: “We 
wanted to attract more visitors and resi¬ 
dents to Brinton Park to see the wildlife 
here, so we came up with the idea of putting 
up bird boxes. 

“The project has been good because we 
have been working in teams and it has really 
shown us what a difference team work can 
make.” 

The students made the bird boxes during 
their woodwork lessons. Five have been 
installed in the trees at the top of the path 
from the main Sutton Road entrance. 

Councillor Tracey Onslow, Wyre Forest 
District Council’s Cabinet Member with 
responsibility for Community well-being, 
said: “This is another great example of how 
we’ve been working in partnership to bring 
benefits to all. The students have got a lot 
out of the project. 

“We too hope they will attract visitors of 
both the human and feathered variety.”

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Ho, ho, ho ... a tradtional Father Christmas 


How Victorians started 
our love of festive cards 


Over Christmas almost every 
household will be festooned with 
cards. Here are some early exam¬ 
ples and the history behind them. 


WE HOPE over Christmas you 
spared a thought for the poor 
British posties who, come rain, 
shine or snow will be groaning 
under the weight of an estimated 
two billion items. 

According to the Royal Mail, the 
UK sent 750 million Christmas 
cards last year. 

The custom of sending seasonal 
greetings can be traced back to the 
Chinese, who sent messages of 
goodwill to celebrate the New Year. 

The early Egyptians also sent 
greetings on papyrus scrolls and in 
pagan times good luck charms were 
exchanged at the winter solstice. 

In the Middle Ages, European 
wood engravers produced prints 
with religious themes. 

The British love affair with the 
greetings card began in 1843 when 
Sir Henry Cole commissioned the

world’s first Christmas card. Cole, 
the first director of the Victoria and 
Albert Museum, wanted something 
festive to send to his family and 
friends and asked British painter 
and member of the Royal Academy, 
John Callcott Horsley, to design a 
card. 

Clare Weston, curator for domes¬ 
tic and cultural life at Black 
Country Living Museum said: 
“Horsley produced 1,000 Christ¬ 
mas cards and sold them for one 
shilling each.” 

The idea was a great success but 
it was not until almost 20 years 
later that it really caught on. 

By the 1850s, the card had been 
transformed from a relatively 
expensive, handmade and hand- 
delivered gift to a popular and 


affordable means of communica¬ 
tion, due to advances in printing 
and production. 

After 1870 sending Christmas 
cards became more popular with 
the introduction of the halfpenny 
stamp. 

According to Michelle Higgs in 
her book Christmas Cards, Victori¬ 
ans used them “as ways of ending 
strife, cementing friendship and 
strengthening family and neigh¬ 
bourhood ties”. 

Clare Weston said: “Many de¬ 
signs were similar to what we have 
now with nativity and snow scenes 
and robins, while homemade cards 
were popular after the First World 
War. 

“Some designs, however, if sent 
today would bemuse the recipient. 

“One card in our reference collec¬ 
tion features a spoon design with 
the message beneath ‘A spoon 
wanted. May you succeed in finding 
it and spend a happy Christmas.’ 
Spooning, in Edwardian times, 
refers to courting.”

The panto teamed Linda up with her 
husband Sam Kane as the Prince and 
Eloise Irving as Snow White, who had a 
lovely voice but looked more like Alice in 
Wonderland when she first appeared on 
stage rather than the young Snow 
White. Niki Evans as Fairy Loreelei also 
had a lovely voice and good stage pres¬ 
ence. And as expected, the costumes and 
scenery were very well done and all in 
all a superb production. Oh, yes it is!

IT was the British scientist Aubrey De 
Gray who issued one of the more 
thought provoking sentences of 2011, 
writes Martin Swain. 

The University of Cambridge gradu¬ 
ate said the first person who will live to 
see their 150th birthday has already 
been born. Even more incredibly, he 
claimed that the first person to live for 
1,000 years will be born in the next two 
decades. 

The British scientist sees a time 
when people will go to their doctors for 
regular ‘maintenance’, which by then 
will include gene therapies, stem cell 
therapies, immune stimulation and a 
range of other advanced techniques to 
keep them in good shape. 


What, I wondered, will the 150-year- 
old football fan of tomorrow live to see? 
Here’s five to begin with: 

1. England win the World Cup: 
Maybe. It must be one of the great 
laments of this most financially success¬ 
ful era of the domestic game that inter¬ 
national glory continues to elude the 
nation. A huge pity this. 

Many will remember the invigorating 
buzz that electrified the country during 
the halcyon days of Euro 96; there are 
plenty of us still around who felt the 
extraordinary impact of 1966. 

There may be many things wrong 
with our game, many factors for which 
it is justifiably resented in other parts 
of the world. But there is no doubt that 


the English remain one of the driving 
forces of football’s march across the 
globe. 

2. Fernando Torres score: Has there 
been anything more baffling than the 
collapse in this formerly brilliant 
striker’s form since his move to 
Chelsea? It may be too late for him at 
Chelsea but he could be a brilliant sign¬ 
ing - at an inevitably lesser price - for 
another club in the future. 

3. The Baggies signing a player in 
Janu. . . sorry. Scrub that. Now we are 
getting a little far-fetched. 

4. The fit and proper persons test 
actually applied. There is nothing more 
gullible, it appears, than a slightly des¬ 
perate football club pining for a shot at 


glamour and subsequently seduced by 
an unknown name from a distant land 
turning up and promising fistfuls of the 
green stuff to finance their dreams. 

But from Shiniwatra to Yeung, via 
any number of dodgy characters from 
the USSR’s break-up not to mention 
the laughable Venky’s at Blackburn, 
they invariably turn out to be chancers 
without a proverbial pot in which to 
take a comfort break. 

5. Jeff Bonser putting in an appear¬ 
ance at Walsall: Or, at least, communi¬ 
cating with the his club’s dwindling 
band of followers. 

During the days before he shut him¬ 
self off from the world, Bonser main¬ 
tained he would never do anything to 


the detriment of Walsall FC. But, in 
case he hadn’t noticed, Walsall FC is 
dying. 

And it’s on his watch. 

He and his club, which enjoys a nat¬ 
ural and broad affection among the 
region’s football followers, need all the 
help they can muster. 

Taking his ball home and locking 
himself in his room for a good sulk is, 
frankly, childish and serves only to 
endorse those who damn him.

Fringe strikers Andy Keogh and Leigh 
Griffiths are two players that the club are 
willing to sell next month. 

The pair are on loan at Leeds and Hibern¬ 
ian respectively, but Wolves don’t see the 
duo, or other players, attracting much inter¬ 
est based on enquiries they’ve had so far, 
combined with the economic climate. 

“Apart from the really big clubs, no one 
seems to have any money,” said Moxey. “The 
message we’re getting is that there is very

little money around in the marketplace. 
Outside of the really big clubs, I think we’re 
seeing already the fact that not much 
money’s going to be spent. 

“I think it’s a reflection of the economy 
generally.” 

Wolves, who have banked a modest 
£150,000 for young left back Scott Malone, 
are keen to cash in on Keogh, whose con¬ 
tract is up in June, and Griffiths, who hasn’t 
started a Premier League game for the club 
he joined almost a year ago from Dundee for 


£150,000. Meanwhile, it has emerged that 
Wolves paid significantly more for Eggert 
Jonsson than the £250,000 initially esti¬ 
mated. 

Wolves never disclose transfer fees and 
sources north of the border reported that 
Jonsson cost £250,000 plus add-ons. 

But sources have confirmed the Iceland 
international, who was out of contract next 
summer, actually cost between £500,000- 
£750,000. 

Moxey remains confident on Wolves’ abil¬ 
ity to attract players quickly next month, 
following the signing of Jonsson. “We did 


one before the transfer window and we’re 
hoping we can sign more players too, as 
soon as possible,” he added. 

Moxey also dismissed any interest in 
Stoke striker Kenwyne Jones. 

Wolves have been linked with a £5m move 
for the former Sunderland hitman when the 
window opens next month. 

But Moxey said: “It’s completely news to 
me.” 

Manager Mick McCarthy is understood to 
have around £4.5m to spend next month. 

McCarthy wants a defensive midfielder 
and a centre-back to strengthen his squad.
